They had some old 
dark bread which they poured hot 
water over. They do make their 
own butter, and I imagine have 
some milk to drink. I think it will 
be quite a while before they can 
get enough prodtice from their 
land to be well fed again. When- 
ever we have anything left over 
from rations which we are not go- 


ing to eat, we give it to them, They 


just about fall over you for it, but 
on the whole the people really look 
fairly well. 

“The people who live outside the 
villages are much better off because 
they have farms which haven't 
been bombed. 


“The Germans sure raised cain 
wherever they went. We sure hear 
some wild stories about them and 
mostly all bad. Having been here 
for four years, they had things 
their own way. Incidentally we 
are not too far from them right 
now. Some of the fellows in our 
Battery have taken some prisoners 
—a bunch of them just walked out 
and gave themselves up. 

“One day one of our Sergeants 
was taking a bath and twenty of 
them came out of the woods and 
gave themselves up to him, You 
can well imagine his surprise. And 
a short way up further in the 
woods a couple of fellows had forty 
of them and really wondered what 
to do with them. It sure is a funny 
War, I don’t see why or how it 
keeps going. 

“You've probably read a lot of 
stories in the papers about how 
things are going, the number of 
surrenders, and the ci ’cumstances 
connected. Well, they seem far 


fetched, but they are absolutely 
true.”

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Whose Fault Was It? 


Water is back in the reservoir, 
but the whole situation now 
mustn’t be considered to be water 
over the dam. 

Something was wrong, very 
wrong. The seriousness of it can 
be exaggerated too much, and it 
can be minimized ‘too much. The 
fact of the matter is that we do 
have a reservoir on Bancroft road, 
that it was allowed to go nearly 
empty, and that it shouldn’t have 
been allowed to go nearly empty. 
If we need a reservoir on Bancroft 
road, it should have water in it; 
if we need it, and of course we do, 
there’s not much point in having it 
empty. 

Why there was so much use Oot 
water is important. That problem 
is being, and has been, studied. At 
present an engineer is working on 
it, and sometime, probably by next 
town meeting, we will have a re- 
port on what the future needs of 
the town will be as far as water 
of course that the town has grown 
faster than its water system, and 


supply is concerned. It is obvious 
today we cannot handle the peak 
load for any length of time without 
outside help. That situation will 
have to be remedied. 

But there is another problem, 
and that is: why was the water in 
the reservoir allowed to go down? 
Why were not the neighboring com- 
munities asked for aid on Thurs- 
day or Friday when it was obvious 
that the system was being deplet- 
ed? If that had been done, it would 
not have been necessary to run 
the risk of impairing our crop sup- 
ply by ordering the farmers to 
close down their irrigating sys- 
tems. It was necessary to secure 
water from North Andover and 
Lawrence; the difficulty was that 
the decision wasn’t made earlier. 

One of the best-liked fellows in 
our town is the present superin- 
tendent of the department of public 
works, Charles Gilliard. The blame 
will be levelled on him, and prob- 
ably with some justification, since 
it was his responsibility as an ad- 
ministrator, and it shouldn’t have 
been necessary for a man from an-

see if they would agree to let us 
pump water from their systems 
into ours. Upon calling them, Mr. 
White found both departments 
very cooperative and eager to help, 
Lawrence being especially glad of 
the opportunity to return the favor 
we did for them several years ago 
When they were out of water, At 
1:00 Sunday a pump had been 
hooked up on Union street, and at 
this time the reservoir had nearly 
lost the gain of the night before. 
The one pump held the level con- 
stant. At 3:00 another unit was put 
in at Wilson’s’ corner, pumping 
from North Andover, and about 
7:30 the Ballardvale fire engine 
was put into operation, A bearing 
later burned out on this unit. A 
spare bearing was available, how- 
ever. 

The pumps continued in opera- 
|tion until Tuesday night at about 
‘ten, and were returned to the sta- 


tion later on Wednesday, the men 
having remained on the job all 
night. 

The question as to how serious 
the situation was has received 
numerous interpretations, but ap- 
parently it is true that a moderate 
fire could have been handled di- 
rectly from the town pumping sit- 
uation, with a maximum of five 
lines of hose and a curtailment of 
domestic use of water. It has been 
said by some authorities that the 
electric auxiliary pump at Hag- 
getts pond could also have been 
used. The steam pump allows for 
‘1000 gallons a minute, the electric 
‘for 1200. Even with the fire pumps 
pulling out the water at a fast rate 
from the system, it was felt by 
other authorities that there might 
be serious damage inflicted on the 
system with the two pumps in op- 
eration together. 

Two leaks developed on Haver- 
hill street, one on Arundel street 
and one on Main street in the 
business district. Up to last night 
all except the Arundel street one 
had been repaired. Superintendent 
Gilliard states that there is nothing 
abnormal about this number of 
leaks. 

Just what caused the serious 
drain on the supply is still not 
definitely settled, but the best 
theory to date seems to be that the 
town system has not grown as fast 
as the town, with the result that 
although it is satisfactory for nor- 
mal usage, the peak load caused 
by the heavy use of water on 
lawns, truck garden irrigation, ex- 
tra hot weather baths and drink- 
ing was more than the pumping 
units could handle, with the result 
that the reservoir was depleted. 
Superintendent Gilliard stated that 
one storm would have helped ap- 
preciably by reducing the necessity 
of sprinkling, but the storm was 
not forthcoming. 

There were the usual amount of 
theories founded on nothing akin 
to fact. One story that gained wide 
circulation if not wide credence 
was that a pump at the Shawsheen 
mills had broken down and that 
town water instead of river water 
was being used for wool-scouring. 
Victory gardeners who had been 
asked to shut down on their use 
of water wondered why the mill 
shouldn’t be asked to shut down, 
at least the wool-scouring depart- 
ment. Investigation showed that a 
pump had broken down — last 
June—and that town water was 
being used for some forty toilets, 
which of course are not in con- 
tinuous use. Furthermore there is 
no wool-scouring at the Shawsheen 
mill, Another story had the mills 
drawing directly from town hy- 
drants on their property, and the 
only trouble with that story is that 
the hydrants on the mill property 
are mill hydrants, fed by the river. 
Investigation to date shows abso- 
lutely no truth to the stories, but 
the investigation is being contin- 
ued and it may be found out who 
started the rumor in circulation. 


On Monday the Tyer Rubber 
company was blamed for the short- 
age, because someone saw hoses 
being played on the roof. The 
hoses however were fed from the 
river, 

Another story had a prominent 
market gardener suing the town 
because of loss of crops. Mr. White 
had talked with this man several 
times, and he had said that if he 
had water by Tuesday night he 
would be all right except for a lit- 
tle spinach. He had water Tuesday 
night. 
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ol-scouring at the Shawsheen 
Another story had the mills 
ve directly from town hy- 
on their property, and the 
rouble with that story is that 
‘drants on the mill property 
ll hydrants, fed by the river.
